Porcupine Prospectors 
Gold Was Found In The District In 
1896, Says Geo'ogist 

Porcupine Prospectors’ Associa- 
tion has arranged, celebrations to 
commemofate the 30th anniversary 
of the first gold discovery in the 
Porcupine district, but a letter re- 
ceived indicates that at least one 
man knew of the presence of gold 
in the district 43 years ago. 

The letter was from E. M. Bur- 
wash, prominent Toronto geologist, 
who said the Ontario Bureau of 
Mines detailed him to geological ex- 
ploration of the area in 1896, At 
that time, Burwash saw “white veins 
of quartz carrying small amounts of 
free gold.”
